I would suggest that a 
very good work be to secure a 
scholarship for some young 
man who wishes to prepare 
for the ministry, but who is 
not able to bear the expense. 
"Would not that be a good 
work ? Wouldn't the chil- 
dren like to have their minis- 
ter come to see them and hold 
children's meetings ? What 
do you think ot it children ? 
Do you like the idea ? If 
eo, you can make a motion to 
that effect, and then somebody 
will second it, and it it passes 
then we will take up collec- 
tions till we have money 
enough.
